KING EDWARD'S 



ACCESSION SPEECH 



He Is Fully Determined to Be a Constitutional 
Sovereign in the Strictest Sense 
Of the Word. 



London, Jan. 24.— An extraordinary is- 
sue of the Gazette this morning, which 
appears with black borders, announces 
the dentil of Queen Victoria, adding: 

"The event hits caused one universal 
feeling of regret and Borrow to her late 
Majesty's faithful subjects, to whom she 
wan endeared by the deep interest in 
their welfare which she invariably man- 
ifested, as well as by many signal virtues 
which marked and adorned her charac- 
ter." 

Then foliows the proclamation of Ed- 
wurd VII., the acknowledgment of alle- 
giance by the Privy Council, aud the 
King's speech at bin accession. 

THIS KING'S SPEECH. 

The following is the full text of HM 
Majesty's accession speech: 
"Your Hoyui Highnesses, my Lords 
and Gentlemen: 

"This is the most painful occasion ou 
which 1 shall ever be called upon tu ad- 
dress you. My Brst melancholy duty is 
to announce to you the death of my be- 



The King, who remains in London over 
night, was driven to Buckingham Palace, 
after taking the oath before the Privy 
Council, anil dined there with the 
Duchess of Albany. Subsequently he 
went to Marlborough House to sleep. It 
is said thai he will return to Osborne 
this morning (Thursday), to direct the 
funeral arrangements. 

These were discussed at a meeting of 
the authorities of the royal household at 
Buckingham Palace last evening. At tho 
College of Arms, it was said that the 
date of the funeral could not be settled 
until it was known whin the European 
royalties or their representatives could 
arrive, but that the function would be 
held at the earliest possible date for thn 
convenience of Emperor William, whose 
stay in England might be unavoidably 
limited. 

Buckingham Palace is being made 
ready for the royal personages who are 
arriving in London. Representatives of 
all the royal families in Europe will pro- 
I bably be present at the funeral, includ- 
I ing the Kings of Italy, Belgium aaid 
Greece, the Crown Princes of Germany 
and Sweden, and Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand of Austria. All the European

"I need hardly say that my constant 
endeavor will be always to walk in her 
footsteps. 

"In undertaking the heavy load which 
now devolves upon me, 1 am fully deter- 
mined to be a constitutional sovereign iu 
the strictest sense of the word, and, so 
long as there is breath in my body, to 
work for the good aud amelioration of 
my people. 

"1 have resolved tc be known by tho 
name of Edward, which has been borne 
by nix of my ancestors. In doing so, 1 
do not undervalue the name of Albert, 
which I inherit from my ever to be lam- 
ented, great and wi.-^o father, who, by uni- 
versal consent is, I think deservedly, 
known by the name of Albert the Good, 
aud I desire that his name should stand 
alone. 

"In conclusion, I trust to parliament 
and the nation to support me in the ardu- 
ous duties which now devolve upon me 
by inheritance, and to which I am de- 
termined to devote my whole strength 
during the remainder of my life." 

After giving a list of those who attend- 
ed the council, the Gazette announces 
that the King subscribed oath relating 
to the security of the Church of Scotland. 

It concludes with the King's formal 
proclamation ordering all officers and per- 
sons iu authority throughout his domin- 
ions to continue to exercise their offices 
during the royal pleasure, and exhorting 
his subjects to aid and assist his officers 
in the performance and execution of their 
duties. The sorrow felt throughout the 
Empire Is described in a constant suc- 
cession of telegrams from every import- 
ant town in the colonies, all telling of 
the suspension of business, the closing of 
theatres, the display of mourning em- 
blems and arrangements for memorial 
services. All the governments have sent, 
on behalf of their respective colonies, tele- 
rams of condolence to King Fdward 
i;d Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, secretary 
of state for the colonies. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne, minister of 
foreign affairs, has received from the 
German ambassador, a letter on behalf 
of the diplomatic corps, expressing its 
sympathy ajid condolence. The com- 
munication says: "This sad event not 
only fills the hearts of her late subjects 
with profound sorrow, but will arouse 
beyond the limits of the British Empire 



Lord Roberts has ordered the army to 
adopt mourning until March 5. 

Memorial services will be held in St. 
Paul's cathedral morning and evening 
daily until the interment. At the first 
of those held after the regular evening 
service yesterday, some live thousand 
persons were present. Bishop Barry 
read the burial service and the Dead 
March in Saul and other funeral music 
was rendered. 

The morning papers record with the 
greatest satisfaction that the King has 
taken the title of Edward VII. They ara 
tilled from end to end with descriptions 
of yesterday's ceremonies and accounts 
of the reception of the news of the 
death, and the accession, throughout the 
United Kingdom and in all parts of the 
world. Kiu^r Edward's first speech is 
also applauded. 

The Daily Telegraph says: "It is ad- 
mirable, resolute, touching ajid breathing 
deep sincerity. It does equal honor to 
the monarch aud the man, aud will car- 
ry a fresh sense of hope and confidence 
to the country in its trouble." 

Regarding the causes of death, the 
Lancet ways: "Death was due to cere- 
bral failure. Transient, but recurring 
symptoms of apathy and torpor, with 
aphaslc indications, gave great uneasi- 
ness to the physicians a few days before 
the final illness. From Saturday these 
symptoms grew steadily graver, but the 
heart's action was maintained through- 
out and the temperature was normal." 

Cowes, .Ian. 2-1.— 1 a.m.— At 11 o'clock 
this morning the members of the royal 
family will gather around the body* of 
the late Queen, which lies in a simple cof- 
tiu in the temporary chapel, festooued 
with red and white hangings. The Bishop 
of Winchester, standing before the altar, 
removed from the private chapel, will 
read a portion of the service for the dead. 
The coffin rests upon a specially erected 
platform, draped with royal purple, the 
leet lying to the east. The head faces 
the simple altar. Over the features is a 
thin veil. 

For a few hours after the conclusion of 
this service the public will be admitted to 
the room and allowed to view the remains 
of the sovereign, who so long reigned 
oved them. The body will remain there 
until Sunday, and it is probuhle that no 
removal will occur for ten days.

On Tuesday afternoon all the members 
of the family were iu readiness for the 
end. At four, the Prince of Wales was 
summoned, llalf iiji hour later he was 
joined by the other members ot the fam- 
ily. At five the Duchess of York ar- 
rived, and the Queen kissed her, saying:

The Bishop of Winchester began to 
pray.

Montreal's , 
Huge Fire 



Widespread Destruction In Heart 
of the Wholesale Business 
District, 



Splendid Board of Trade Build- 
Ings Totally Wrecked and 
Many Warehouses. 



The Loss Will be Enormous 
Mounting Into the 
Millions. 



Montreal, Jan. 23.— A fire, which start- 
ed in the wholesale district at 8:05 last 
night, at 1 o'clock this morning has de- 
stroyed property valued at betweeu $2,- 
000,000 and ?3,000,000, and was still 
burning, but the appearances are that 
the firemen have at Inst got it under 
control. Included in the property burued 
is the splendid Board of Trade building, 
which cost half a million dollars, with 
over a hundred tenants, half a dozen 
large lirms and two score of smaller con- 
cerns. 

The weather was cold, but not particu- 
larly so, and the firemen were not greatly 
hampered in this respect. Outside the 
Board of Trade building, there was not 
a modern structure iu thosu burued. The 
narrow streets, antiquated buildings and 
the iutlaromuble nature of the stocks they 
contained made a combination beforo 
which the firemen were powerless. Tho 
lire practically burned until it came to 
open spaces, which gave the firemen a 
tresh opportunity. 

For a time it looked us if tho flames 
would spread along Commissioners street 
to the Grand Trunk offices, in the 
course of erection, but good work happily 
cut it off at St. Peter street. 

Immense crowds of people jammed tho 
narrow streets, greatly' impeding the 
work of the firemen. The police couia 
not coutrol the crowds. Women fainted 
and clothes were torn as those in the 
front ranks, Bcenting danger from falling 
walls, made a rush for safety. 

The fire started at 8:05, in the premises 
of M. Saxe & Sons, wholesale clothing, 
ou the corner of Lemoiue aud St. Peter 
streets. The streets iu the locality were 
deserted at the time and the lire appar- 
ently had a good headway before the 
first alarm was sent in. 

Tho firemen on arrival found the build- 
ing, a three-story stone structure, a solid 
inuss of flames, the lire having apparent- 
ly started in the basement and rushed 
up the elevator shaft in the rear of the 
store. 

Second and third alarms were pulled 
immediately on the arrival of the division 
sub-chief, hut before the nearest rein- 
forcements reached the scene the flames 
had leaped across the narrow St. Peter 
street and attacked the big five-story 
stone building occupied by H. A, Nel- 
sons & Sous Company, fancy dry goods, 
etc. Here it spread as rapidly us it had 
in the Saxe building. In almost an in- 
stant it seemed as if the entire building 
was a roaring furnace. The warehouse 
of Boardmore & Company, wholesale 
leathers, adjoining Nelsons, to the south, 
was next attacked, and from there the 
flames communicated to tho establish- 
ment of Silverman, Boulter & Sompahy, 
wholesale hatters and furriers. 

Here another inflammable stock added 
to the fire. In the meantime the Humes 
had continued down St, Peter street, on 
the side on which it started, to the cor- 
ner of St. Paul street, licking up the 
premises of J. Boardeau & Co., hats, 
caps, etc. St. Peter street for an entire 
block was a mass of flames on either 
side. 

In the meantime a great fight was 
being made to save the big Board of 
Trade building, erected eight years ago 
at a cost of .'5000,000, adjoining the Nel- 
son building on the north side. For a 
long time the efforts of the brigade were 
successful, a plentiful supply of water 
keeping the exposed portions cool. But 
the flames had extended along the north 
side of St. Paul street, going west from 
Silverman, Boulter & Oo.'s,' licking up 
half a dozen concerns on its way, until 
it reached the big wholesale fur estab- 
lishment of James Coristine & Co. This 
building extended all the way from St. 
Paul street to the Board of Trade build- 
ing, and tho flames appeared to go 
through it like a tinder-box. When the 
rear wall of this building went out, it 
was seen that the Board of Trade build- 
ing would have to go too. 

A solid sheet of flanio sprang out and 
seized hold of the big building in a dozen 
different place?, driving the firemen 
back. The newer and more modern 
structure burued more slowly than those 
which already hud fallen prey to the 
fliiiies; but the firemen were apparently 
paralyzed, and could not stay the march 
of the devouring element. By this time 
every tire-lighting apparatus the city pos- 
sessed was in use. Two water-towors 
which had failed to keep the blaze from 
tiie Board of Trade building were shift- 
ed around to St. Taul street, but here 
again they were too late. Tho lire 
dashed across the narrow street and at- 
tacked the premises of Thomas David- 
son ifc Co, manufacturing tinsmiths, 
spreading east and west, including H. 
Levi, drygoods. and half a dozen other 
smaller concerns. • 
On Ixunoine street the big wholesale 
grocery firm of Laporte, Martin & Co.

His Title 



The King Returns to London 
and Takes the Oath of 
Succession. 



Lords and Commons Swear Al- 
legiance to the New 
Sovereign. 



The royal yacht Albert has received 
orders to be in readiness to convey tho 
Queen's remains to the mainland. The 
transfer of Her Majesty's body will take 
place at noon. The coffin will be placed 
on the main deck, athwartships, just in 
front of a structure known aa the 
"Queen's canopy," in which Her Majesty 
"was in the habit of sitting during her 
trips on the yacht. The coffin will be 
placed on a spot marked on the deck with 
a brass cross, where the colllu of Prince 
Henry of Battenburg aluo rested. 

The route from Osborne House to tho 
Trinity pier was deserted but for a few 
groups of bareheaded persons, when, at 
9:40 o'clock, there appeared three open 
carriages, drawn by white horses, gallop- 
ing down hill. In the Hrst carriage were 
the Kin;,', the Duke of Conuaught, the 
Duke of York ami Prince Christian. The' 
King looked well and bowed repeatedly 
in acknowledgment of tho greetings of 
his subjects. The royal personages im- 
mediately embarked on the Albert. The 
Royal Standard was hoisted as the King 
touched the deck. As the Albert started 
off, signals were shown ordering that no 
salutes should I"' tired. The sailors of 
the cruiser Australia and the other 
royal yachts were mustered as the Al- 
beit steamed by. The commencement of 
the King's Qrst voyage wan a memorable 
and impressive event. 

London, Jan. 23. — The King entered his 
capital at 12:50 p.m., and proceeded to 
Marlborough House. After attending the 
first privy council at St. James' Palace, 
when a decision will be reached regarding 
the public proclamation of his accession, 
which, it is expected, will be read to-mor- 
row at 10 a.m., His Majesty will pro- 
ceed to the House of Lords for the meet- 
ing of parliament. 

Denso crowds, beginning at St. James' 
6treet, lined the entire route to Victoria 
station from an early hour. The Mall 
and the front of Buckingham Palace 
were especially thronged. All along the 
former, from the palace to Marlborough 
House, carriages, filled with ladies, stood 
as for a drawing room, excepting that 
the footmen and accupants were dressed 
in mourning. The police precautions were 
unuHtial there being men on foot and 
mounted guards almost every yard of 
the Avao - . All waited patiently for hours 
to greet their King. 

Eventually, preceded by half a dozen 
mounted policemen, a plain brougham, 
driven rapidly with the coachmen and 
footmen in their usual grey livery, wear- 
ing mourning bauds on their arms, 
brought into view tho King with an 
equerry seated beside him. The King 
looked tired and very sad. Following 
him come the Duke of York, the Duke of 
Connaueht, and others. Both the King 
and tho Duke of York looked pathetically 
up at Buckingham Palace as they pass- 
ed, and acknowledged the salutes of the 
guard of honor drawn up inside the pal- 
ace grounds. All the officers had crepe 
on their sleeves. 

The King drove to St. James' Palace 
from Marlborough House to preside at 
the first privy council. By the time the 
King arrived a great gathering of privy 
councillors in levee dress with crepe on 
their left arms, had taken up a position 
in tho throne room. Members of the roy- 
al family, cabinet ministers, peers, com- 
moners, bishops, judges, the lord mayor, 
etc., including the Duke of York, the 
Duke of Oonua.ught. the lesser members 
of the royal family. Lord Salisbury. Lord 
Ttosobery, Mr. A. J. Balfour, the Duke 
of Devonshire, and a host of the most 
prominent, personages in the land, were 
there to receive the King's formal oath, 
binding him to govern the Kingdom ac- 
cording to its laws and customs, and for 
him to assume the title of King Edward 
VII., of Great Britain and Ireland and 
Emperor of India. The ceremony was in- 
teresting and according to precedent. 

The King was in a separate apartment 
from the Privy Councillors. To the 
latter the Duke of Devonshire formally 
communicated the death of Queen Vic- 
toria and the succession of her son, the 
Prince or Wales, to the throne. The 
royal Dukes and certain Lords of the 
Council were then directed to repair to 
the King's presence to acquaint him with 
the terms of the Lord President's state- 
ment. Shortly afterwards His Majesty 
entered the room in which the councillors 
were assembled and addressed them in a 
brief speech. 

The lord chancellor. Lord Halsbury, 
then administered the oath to the King, 
and afterwards to the various members 
of the council. Commencing with the 
Lords in Council they took their oath of 
allegiance, and thru passed in turn be- 
fore His Majesty as at a levee, oxcepl 
that each passed and kissed hands before 
passing out of the chamber. This 
brought the ceremony to a close. 

By 3:30 p. in., when His Majesty re- 
turned to Marlborough House, the crowd 
in the neighborhood was of immense 
proportions. The King's prior journey 
was accomplished in almost complete 
silence, but on this occasion he was 
lustily cheered all along the line of route. 

Immediately opposite Marlborough 
House gates a tall gentleman in the

I.N PARLIAMENT. 

The attendance in the House of Com- 
mons was large. All the members, dress- 
ed in the deepest mourning, stood up as 
Speaker (iully arose and announced that, 
by reason of the deeply lamented decease 
of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, it had 
become their duty to take the oath of al« 
legiance to her successor, His Majesty 
King Edward VII. The speaker adminis- 
tered the oath and the swearing in of the 
members proceeded. Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Sir 
Henry C. Bannerman, and Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt were the first to sub- 
scribe their names to the roll. 

Among those who took the oath in tho 
House of 'Lords .were the Duke of York, 
Duke of Conuaught, Earl Roberts, Lord 
Rosebery, Lord Salisbury, the Duke of 
Argyle, Lord Liinsdowne uaid n hundred 
others. The House of Lords adjourned 
until to-morrow. 

Melbourne Victoria, Jan. 23. — Busi- 
ness is entirely suspended here as a 
result of the death of Queen Victoria, 
and the deepest grief is manifested. 
Everywhere there are signs of mourning. 

Colombo, Ceylon, Jan. 23. — The deepest 
sympathy with the royal family on the 
death of Queen Victoria is felt through- 
out this island. The flags are half-mast- 
ed, all functions have been postponed and 
business is suspended. 

Bombay, Jan. 23. — All public functions 
have been cancelled. The public offices 
have been closed and business has been 
suspended. The genuine sorrow of the 
natives is extraordinarily marked, even 
the poorest luiil most ignorant expressing 
the utmost regret and sorrow. It is a 
remarkable revelation of sincere loyalty. 
Special services have been arranged to 
take place in the native places of wor- 
ship. 

Lisbon. Jan. 23. — King Charles intends 
to attend personally the funeral of 
Queen Victoria. Court mourning for a' 
month has been ordered. The papers; 
are tilled witli eulogistic columns on 
Victoria and her reign. 

Vienna, Jan. 23.— Empreor Francis 
Joseph went to the British embassy this 
morning and personally expressed his 
sympathy to Lord and Lady Plunkett. He 
I remained half an hour. The Duke of 
| Cumberland called at the embassy, and 
many of the nobility and court digni- 
| taries inscribed their names. 

Christiana, Jan. 23.— The president of 
I parliament, referring to Queen Victoria's 
I death to-day, said he felt assured of the 
i support of all the members in express 
ing sympathy with Great Britain's grief 
at the loss of her popular Queen. The 
members listened standing.

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The Duke of York floes not at once 
become Prince of Wales through the 
accession of his father. The title of 
Prince of Wales becomes merged in the 
sovereignty, but the King will exercise 
bis prerogative and confer the principal- 
ity of Wales on the heir apparent. 

The new King was born November i), 
1841, and was created Prince of Wales 
on December 4, 1842. There have been 
six royal princes who were never Princes 
or Wales. On the other hand, the Duke 
of York becomes at once Duke of Corn- 
wall: and the Duchess of Fife (Princess 
Louise of Wales) becomes a princess 
royal, and in this capacity is treated by 
the law in much the same way as the 
mother of a queen consort. 

London, Jan. 23.— The Queen's private 
Wealth yielded an income of about 
£200,000 yearly. This is exclusive of 
£385,000 annually from parliament. She 
inherited nearly all the Prince Consort's 
estate of £(100,000 forty years ago, and 
£500,000 in 1852 from John Camden 
Neil. The Queen was a clear-headed 
business woman, and of course had the 
best advice. In 1SS1 she bought prop- 
erty for £78,000, the market value of 
which is now reckoned to be £170,000. 
She had estates in several German prin- 
cipalities, and inherited a beautiful villa 
at Baden from Princess Hobenloho. 
The Queen's laces are worth an enor- 
mous sum. These and her private 
jewels, gold plate and pictures, are esti- 
mated to value more than a million 
pounds sterling.

Ottawa, Jan. 24,— (Special)— Tho Gov- 
ernor-General to-day sent the following 
personal message to the King: 

" May we venture to express our pro- 
found grief at tin- death of our most 
beloved Queen, and also respectfully 
offer our heartfelt sympathy with Your 
Majesty and all the royal family in their 
over whelm ing sorrow." 

An extra of the Canada Gazette and 
a special militia ore/or issued this after- 
noon are surrounded by heavy mourning 
border, and the official stationery used in 
public departments is similarly marked. 
The Gazette bus (wo proclamations — 
one announcing the accession of Edward 
VII., the other continuing in office all 
public officials, under Section 3 of Chap- 
ter 1!), Revised Statutes of Canada. 
Under this proclamation Queen's Coun- 
sel become King's counsel. The procla- 
mations contain no reference to the King 
as Emperor of India. 

The Governor-General is still awaiting 
official advices from England respecting 
the procedure which will be adopted con- 
sequent upon the Queen's death, a tele- 
gram received from Mr. Chamberlain to- 
day stating that nis Excellency would 
be apprised duly of the decision of the 
home authorities respecting the period of

Cases of British Columbia Sal 
mon Picked Up on Shores 
of Oregon 



Marks Show That They Came 
from This Coast-Wreck 
Seems Likely. 



The tale of disaster us the result of the 
mid-December and later sal 
ed by shipping off tile Coast is seemingly 
not yet full. It Is now loured that acci- 
dent, possibly disaster, has overtaken one 
of the hoinegouud salmon- fleet from ibis 
port and the Fruser off the Coast during 
the unprecedented lleitvy gates. Yesterday 
morning news was given that cases of 
saluiou hHd- been washed ashore on Sand 
island, - near • Astoria. - uuu-Iu'd M. & Co., 
England, and now comes fuller news of 
later discoveries of saluiou cases, which 
have been cast up In that vicinity b.v the 
tea. 

According to a correspondent who writes 
from Astoria under date of Monday. "There 
is now suftlclent Information to indicate 
the Identity of the vessel supposed to have 
been Inst off the mouth of the Columbia, 
with ii cargo ol salmon. It was undoubt- 
edly one "i the salmon fleet from British 
Columbia, but probably an earlier ship 
than the Naiad. As far as can be learned, 
about "0 cases have been picked up and 
nearly nil of tho boxes, had barnacles on 
them. The barnacles ou one wore two or 
three Inches In length.

neither statement is correct. The Ma- 
oris in question were more than likely 
half breeds. They are not, even when 
full blooded, a black, or, until old age, 
a dark race. Young Maoris of unmixed 
blood are light brown, and when there 
is a mixture of European blood they can- 
not, in color, bo distinguished from 
white men. They are a race so noble 
that intermarriage has not been consid- 
ered a disgrace to white men, and in this 
way there has been created a half breed 
people of fine intelligence and high char- 
acter. It in well known that many mem- 
bers of the New Zealand Parliament 
are Maoris, some of them full blooded, 
and the Colonial Secretary was at one 
time a half breed. 

"There is no such 'race problem' in 
New Zealannd. Maoris and Europeans 
live togetiier in mutual respect, their 
children attend the same schools, and 
intermarriage is common. In addition 
to the high racial standing of the Maoris 
encounter- they have shown as a people, a genius 
for warfare. Before the coming or the 
white man they had perfected a line 
system of attack, and especially of de- 
fence. So that they would have made 
good soldiers had Mr. Chamberlain ac- 
cepted their proffered service, and only 
the idea of their being Maoris could 
have given offence, ns their color would 
very likely not have betrayed it at all. 
And as to the Kritish government's re- 
fusal to use Indian troops, that is due 
as everyone ought to know, to the fact 
that Kngland lias good reason to refrain 
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roiled In on the 
ol were not flouting, 
were partially broken 
were rusted through.

The salmon fleet from this province this 
season consists of the Clan Mackenzie, 
which left October 8. with 00,451 eases, 
valued at $4-1(1.(1-10; Fiery Cross, sailed No- 
vember 3, with 51,095 eases. valued at 
$418,507; Arduamtirrhan, which left De- 
cember :!. with 7:!.,"i7.S eases, valued at $400- 
584: MnehrihouUh. sailed December 2r> with 
<18,t)!l!> eases, and the Naiad, on December 
28, with 4(1,720 eases. With the exception 
of the last named ship, all the vessels of 
the fleet left the Straits with Hue wea- 
ther. 

The Naiad left port In the midst of a 
series of gules, and was obliged to anchor 
at Esquimau, after leaving' the outer wharf 
and soon after resuming her passage out 
she had to put Into Clallam bay for shelter. 
The Maehrlhanlsb, which sailed after the 
Naiad, did not earrv unv shippings or Nans 
salmon on board, while the Naiad carried in 
her cargo a number of eases branded sim- 
ilarly lo those found near Astoria.

KING EDWARD. 

Those foreign critics who, failing ti> 
understand (he stability and dignity of 
the British nation, predicted revolution 
and political chaos would come when 
the Queen should die, have learned a 
lesson from the deeply loyal manner in 
Which King Edward has been received. 
The heartrelt cheers of the people of 
I^ondon who knew him best are echoed 
around the world wherever the Union 
Jack Hies, and though it sorrows at Vic- 
toria's death, the nation will sing with 
fervor, "God Save the King." As 
Priuco of Wales, King Edward had a 
difficult position to till. A great part of 
the Queen's public duties devolved 
upon him, and with rare tact and 
ability he fulfilled them. lie will be a 
" constitutional monarch *' in the host 
meaning of the term, as he has invari- 
ably shown himself punctiliously careful 
in this regard. Queen Alexandra al- 
ready has a warm place in the hearts of 
the people, and the universal prayer is 
that tho reign of Their Majesties may 
he a long and happy one. 



THE ESQ U I MALT ROAD. 



Mr. W. II. Langley in a letter to the 
press directs attention once again to a 
subject worthy of more than passing in- 
terest—the necessity of giving considera- 
tion to the question of how best to im- 
prove the main road leading from Vic- 
toria to Esquimalt. Recently the Colo 
nist has been devoting some space to the 
same subject, with the object of mov- 
ing the authorities to proper action in the 
matter. It seems quite certain that 
heretofore Victorians have failed to 
pioperly appreciate the importance of 
Esquimalt in its relation to Victoria. 
The Imperial authorities have only re- 
cently spent large sums of money in 
strengthening its naval base on the 
Pacific, and it is understood that further 
large undertakings are in contemplation. 
Besides the considerable sums si>ent in 
the purchase of supplies ami labor, there 
is the constant large revenue going to 
Victoria merchants who have contracts 
to supply His Majesty's ships with, all 
sorts of provisions from year to ye.ir. 
That fact alone should he sufficient to 
ensure that the question of maintaining 
adequate means of communication with 
the naval base would not he neglected 
by the authorities. Then, again, another 
reason why the main thoroughfare con- 
necting the two places should be im- 
proved and maintained in first-class con- 
dition is that it is invariably the case 
that the numerous visitors to the city go 
to Esquimau almost immediately on ar 
rival to inspect the ships and fortifica- 
tions, and are sure to be impressed with 
the appearance of the road. The present 
dilapidated structure which does duty us 
a bridge at Point Kllice aggravates the 
general neglected look which the whole 
route between the two places bears; Inn 
with the construction of the new st"el 
bridge which is contemplated, that feat- 
ure of the unsatisfactory conditions will 
of course hi' removed. But the whole 
thoroughfare beyond the bridge, leading 
through Victoria West and to Esqui- 
mau, should be taken hold of by the 
authorities ami put in first-class shape. 
There is a considerable volume of traffic, 
both pedestrian and vehicular, con- 
stantly passing over it. The roudwsy 
should he made solid, smooth and clean, 
and broad sidewalks for pedestrians laid, 
so that it visit to either town could lie 
made in comfort, either by vehicle or en 
foot. The jurisdiction or the city, of 
course, ceases at the city limits. The 
council should perform its part of the 
■work of improvement without hesitation. 
It is a necessity and would be a paying 
proposition in more ways than one. No 
doubt the provincial government, if the 
proper representations were made to 
them, would act with promptitude and 
not be laggard in making an adequate 
appropriation for the carrying out of 
their .share of tho work. We hope that 
the matter will he taken up with vigor 
by those whose duty it is to act, and 
that in tho near future we shall see 
Esquimau road put in first-class shape 
from, end to, end. 



The United States pxpers of Wednes- 
day last contained an account of a negro 
being burned at tho stake in one state, 
of another being hanged and riddled with 
bullets in another state, and of the at- 
tempt of a mob in another state to cap- 
ture a prisoner with the avowed object 
of burning him alive. Thin is a frightful 
state of things, and is calculated to make 
oue wonder what the poople of the United 
States are coining to. We do not forget 
that there are 70,000,000 people in that 
country, aud that in so vast a hoed there 
must be many desperate and lawless peo- 
ple; but this doed not account lor the ex- 
traordinary apathy of public opinion iu 
n gard to such inhuman acts. How shall 
it be explained? Take the case of tho 
negro burned to death in Leavenworth, 
Kansas. It is aaid that eight thousand 
people witnessed the act, aud there does 
not appear to have been the slightest ef- 
fort ou the part of any of the participants 
to conceal their identity. Indeed, th 
name of the man who started the fire 
has been in all the newspapers. Yet he 
has uot been arrested. The governor of 
tho .state has offered $50O reward for 
information that will lead to the arrest 
of any of the parties to the outrage. H 
must know who they are aud be able to 
lay has hand upon them at any time. But 
he also knows that it would be useless to 
attempt to punish them, lor no jury 
would ever find them puilty of a crime. 
Public opinion in some of the statet; does 
not consider it.s criminal to burn a negro 
at the stake, upon the suspicion of cer- 
tain heinous crimes. 

We think that one great euuno of this 
unhappy state of affairs is the public loss 
of confidence in the administration of 
justice. No guarantee is felt tha.t a crim- 
inal will be found guilty, even on the 
plainest evidence, for practice in the 
criminal cotirte of some of tho states is 
rapidly becoming little more than a game 
between two more or less skilfull law- 
yers, the object of the judge and jury be- 
ing to award the verdict to the one who. 
plays the game best, no matter what the 
merits of his rase may appear from the 
evidence to be. Let us give an illustra- 
tion. In a certain Western state, a man, 
having a quarrel with a neighbor, and 
seeing him coming up the road, took his 
Winchester rifle and went down to meet 
him. Keating his rifle upon a fence rail, 
he took careful aim at the man, who had 
an axe on his shoulder, and called to him 
to stop. The man not heeding, he shot 
him dead. He told this story in court 
and was found not guilty of any offence. 
His counsel argued that he had given the 
man fair warning, and that the fact that 
the murdered man did not stop showed 
that he intended to kill his murderer with 
the axe, and a fool judge permitted such 
rubbish to pass unchallenged. What can 
be expected in a country where such a 
thing can occur, for this is an actual oc- 
currence, and we could give the names 
of all concerned, if there was any object 
in so doing? 

We refuse to believe that tho < people 
of the United States are more blood- 
thirsty or less mindful of the -rights of 
others than are those of any other civil- 
ized nation; but we do claim, and we 
claim it with great regret, that in many 
of tin- states the administration of jus- 
tice is retrograding, and has, indeed, re- 
trogressed so far that the people them- 
selves have lost all confidence in the 
courts, and hence resort to violence to 
punish crime. A leading United States 
paper printed the statistics of murder in 
that country a few days ago, nnd com- 
pared them with those of other countries. 
We do not remember what the figures 
were, but we do recall that the paper de- 
clared they were appalling aud calculated 
to en-ate a feeling of alarm throughout 
the country. 



Tuesday when Victoria manifested its 
grief at the receipt of the news of the 
Queen's demise. This was the closing 
of a great many of the saloons. Such 
action was very proper, and the proprie- 
tors of the places which were closed are 
to be commended for their conduct iu 
this regard. 




The Boers are reported to be sending 
a delegate to Europe to ndvise MessrB. 
Kruger and Fischer t to accept terms 
other than independence, as they recog- 
nize that tho existence of the republics 
is at an end and British rule is a fixity. 
If this be true, it is about the most sen- 
sible tiling the Boers have done since 
the outbreak of tho war. 

o 

It is especially gratifying to the people 
of British Columbia to note that, what- 
ever may be the direct results of Pre- 
mier Dunsmuir's visit to Ottawa, his 
visit has elicited the most complimentary 
references from the press of Eastern 
Canada. The importance and needs of 
tho West seem at last to be getting a 
measure of deserved recognition. 

We think His Worship Mayor Hay- 
ward acted with wisdom in deciding 
that there should be no change in the 
personnel of the standing committees of 
the Council for the new year. The old 
committees did good work in the past, 
and the experience which they gained 
will serve them in good stead for the 
present term.

The thunderous boom of minute-guns 
from the ships of the navy stationed at 
Esquimalt and the batteries at Work 
Poiut barracks, told Victorians yester- 
day that ollicial recognition was being 
paid by the branches of His Majesty's 
service stationed here to tlie great event 
which has robbed the Empire of its most 
notable and beloved personage. Salutes 
of 81 guns— one for each year of the 
dead Queen's age, were fired both at 
Work Point and Ksquimalt, at the latter 
point II. M. S. Egeria using her cannon 
for the salute. 

Around the city the same air of gloom 
and depression prevailed as on tlie pre- 
vious day, wheu tine sad tidings were 
tirst received, though there was general 
resumption of private business. The 
patriotic committee held n meeting in 
the morning at the city hall, ami ar- 
rangements were made for memorial 
services on the day of the royal funeral 
in all of the city churches. 

To-day the lings which huvo been 
drooping at half-mast will lie full hoisted 
in honor of the accession to tlie throne 
of Ilis Royal Highness lviug Edward 
VII., and all will join in the prayer, 
" Long live 'tlie King! ' A salute of 101 
guns will be tired by the ships at Esqui- 
mau at noon. 

At a meeting of Columbia Lodge,. No. 
2, I. O. O. I*'., held yesterday evening, 
reference was made to the great loss 
sustained by the Empire, and a fitting 
tribute paid to the memory of the good 
Queen, who by her gracious liberality of 
mind had done much to advance the 
interests of secret societies. The meet- 
ing then adjourned. The entrance 1.Q 
the liaJl and lodge rooms are draped in 
mourning. 

Tlie council held u special meeting yes- 
terday, the main business to engage at- 
tention being the resumption of commit- 
tee work on the consolidation of the city 
by-laws. Lis Worship .Mayor Hayward 
and all the aldermen were present. Be- 
fore going into committee of the whole, 
the Mayor said: 

"I am sure you will unanimously agree 
to the suggestion about to be made to 
you, viz. that We avail ourselves of this 
lirst opportunity that has presented it- 
self to formally express, on behalf of the 
citizens of Victoria, whose representa- 
tives we arc, the profound sorrow and 
grief with which the sad tidings of the 
lamented death of our beloved Queen has 
been received by all classes of her sub- 
jects, and to convey to Ilis Majesty the 
King and members of the royal family 
our heartfelt sympathy unci condolence 
in their great udliction, and to pray that 
the Supreme Ruler of ;i,u U;.' verse may 
be pleased to protect, guide and bless both 
ruler and people of the great British Em- 
pire, and lead them iu the paths of vir- 
tue and dt peace." 

By unanimous vote the Mayor was in- 
structed to draft a resolution on the lines 
he mentioned, and transmit a copy of the 
same by cable to His Royal Highness. . 

The Mayor forwarded the following 
cablegram: 

Victoria. Jaa, '23. 1001. 
His Excellency the Governor-General, Ot- 
tawa, Canadn: 
Will you kindly forward the following 
expression of the people of Victoria to the 
proper quarter.

NEW WATER MAINS. 

Report of the Water Commissioner Pre- 
sented to the Council on Monday 
NiSht. 

Pressure on space prevented the pub- 
lication in the report of Monday even- 
ing's meeting of the council of tlie report 
of the water commissioner in regard to 
the laying of a new water main on Gov- 
ernment street. The report is as follows: 

Gentlemen:— As it is necessary to lay a 
water main on Government street before 
It can be paved. I bet- to recommend that 
a 12 inch pipe be laid from the end of the 
present nine between Flsguard and Cormor- 
ant streets to James Bay bridge. The es- 
timated cost of laying this mala, including 
services, meter ami cock boxes, etc., made 
necessary by the paving. Is $11,500, ana I 
would ask the council to decide at once If 
this work | s to lie done, and not wait until 
the estimates are passed. It Is absolutely 
necessary to have this work done by the 
middle of May. nt the latest, so as to allow 
at least four clear months of tine weather 
for the Paving, and as the pltio has to be 
ordered, there Is not any too much time to 
spare. Will you please, therefore, at this 
meeting (If the main 1 8 to be laid) order 
the work to be done, so that tenders for 
the pipe may be called for at once? 

1 would also recommend the laying of a 
4-Ineli pipe on Fourth street to supply 
Messrs. Gonnason and Magnesen and would 
ask that the same course be adopted as 
with the 12-lnch, so that all the pipe can be 
ordered at the same time, (l s a saving In the, 
cost will probably lie made by making one 
contract f lir the whole of the pipe, which 
will amount to between 110 and 150 tons.

SAVED HER LIFE. 

Timely Application of Heroic Measures 
Averts a. Tragedy. 

Considerable excitement was caused 
on Government street yesterday after- 
noon by a peculiar accident which might 
have resulted ir. a fatality had it not been 
for the presence of mind and prompt ac- 
tion of a gentleman who happened to be 
on the scene.

Twice, 
thrice he repeated the operation, hooking 
out particles of cake and pushing others 
down' tlie child's throat, till the passage 
was partly cleared. Then he carried her 
into Mayor Hayward's office and admin- 
istered copious drnllgl ts of water till, as 
he said himself, "he thanked God, to 
hear her yell." It was a narrow escape. 
During tlie operation the gentleman's 
finger was rather severely bitten, but he 
doesn't mind a little thing like that.

Bodies Found on Northern Coast 
—Another Miner Missing 
—Other News. 



Steamer Cottage City arrived from Alas- 
kan porta yesterday morning at 0:30 a.m. 
and sailed at 8:30 a.m. fur the Sound. She 
had a light passenger list, ahout thirty lu 
all, of whom two debarked here. Her 
cargo amounted to but 28 tons lu all. The 
passage was a very rough one. a Taku 
being encountered oft the mouth of the 
arm which gained Us name on account 
of the severity of those winds, against 
Which the steamer could steam only with 
difficulty. At SkUKWUy and over the White 
Pass a heavy snowstorm raged, and the 
thermometer stood at lti below. The 
White Pass trains were snowbound when 
the steamer left, and no one was coming 
through to the coust on account of the 
storm. 

It is feared that some vessel has met 
disaster during the storms, for according 
to news received by the Cottage Cltj, two 
bodies, both of men. and decomposed be- 
yond hope of Identification, were washed 
ashore on Sledge Island in Lynn canal re- 
cently. They were found by Indians. The 
supposition Is that the men were the vic- 
tims of some shipwreck. 

The Cottage City reports the disabled 
steamer City of Topektt still at Douglas 
City. The tug Pioneer had arrived for 
the purpose of towing the vessel back to 
Seattle. 

News was brought by the Cottage City 
uf another rich gold find. According to ar- 
rivals from Rampart, a strike has been 
made at the headwaters of the Kuskokwln 
and when the travellers left Itamnart, on 
December l.'i, there had been a big stam- 
pede from Nome to the new diggings. From 
ether sources It Is learned that the stam- 
pede is classed as a fake. A despatch from 
Dawson, dated January 11 says James 
Blaelc lias been reported lost to the police 
between Solwyn and Six Mile road house. 
D. Is not known where Black Is from. 

According to other advices received with 
the same date, George Curtis, who com- 
mitted suicide by hanging recently at 
Eagle was formerly employed In the coun- 
ty clerk's office at Seattle. No cause la 
assigned for his rash act. 

Frank Swope and old man Levi were 
killed on Hunker creek by a mine caving 
In on them while 1 they were at work on 
January 11. Swope's body was recovered, 
a'l the bones were broken, and lie was 
almost unrecognizable. 

Another Dawson despatch dated January 
It. says Milo Kelly, who lias been reported 
as lust on the outside, Is safe. He is here 
ar Dawson, and at work for tin; Alaska 
Exploration Co. 

The Yukon councl' lias begun investiga- 
tion of transportation rates. It will seek 
to get n lower rate from outside. The 
purpose Is to niemornlize the government 
at Ottawa to compel a reduction. 

While there has been no official decision 
yet on the motion for a new trial In the 
Slorab case. Judge Dugas said on January 
1:1. unofficially, that he would hnvc to 
overrule the motion. He said that Slorah's 
only chance of a new trial would be to 
appeal to the court of appeals. II Is un- 
derstood that this win he done, it is 
thought at Dawson, unless the point of 
the misdirection of the Intv Is sustained, 
that Slorab will have to hang. 

According to advices brought bv the 
Cottage City from Ciiole City, there nre 
000 men at work on the creeks adjacent 
to that city, anil much prospecting Is be- 
ing done oil the benches. There Is lots 
of work on the creeks, and the miners 
seem to be satlstled with results. 

The Dawson correspondent of the Skag- 
way Alaskan wiring on Jauuarv 11, says: 
"Agent Rogers and Auditor Dudley, of the 
White Puss & Yukon at this place, and 
J. Hcaly, son of Capt. Healy, of tin- N. A. 
T. & T. Co.. have left for Skagway over 
tho Ice. 

Dawson, according to telegraphic reports 
received at Skagway. is in a slate of terror 
on account of mad dogs. The extreme cold 
Is said to have driven the animals mud 
by the score. Several persons were bitten. 
The thermometer began dropping early In 
January, the cold becoming more Intense 
from day to day until January 14. when It 
reached 70 degrees below zero. Tr was IS 
degrees below the same day at Skagway. 

The new placer discoveries on Hear creek 
and Its tributaries, on the Canadian Bide of 
the line, are attracting much attention. 
Good pay Is reported found at the surface 
of thi' —avid, anil the gold Is course, with 
many quartz nuggets. 

The Salmon river section, of which Nug- 
pet creek Is the lending tributary, turned 
out well the last season, considering the 
poor facilities the miners had for handling 
the heavy boulders.

Balmoral is closely identified with 
many important events in ii,~v late 
Majesty's life. It was there she re- 
ceived tlie glorious news of the fall uf 
Sebastopol — the closing ! ibleau in the 
tragedy of the Crimean \\:>r. Tile royal 
family was at dinner when a telegram 
arrived reporting the capture of the 
MalakolT; a few seconds later the min- 
ister in attendance laid: 

" I have still better news, Your 
Majesty. Sebastopol is in the hands uf 
the allies." 

The dinner party broke up, ami the 
whole party, led by the Queen ami 
Prince Albert, ascended Craig-Gowan, 
where an immense bonfire was lighted 
and the goml news thus carried to the 
country. 

It was at Balmoral thai the eldest 
daughter of the Queen (Empress Fred- 
erick, now so seriously ill .1 was be- 
trothed to the late Emperor of Germany, 
as so interestingly described in the 
Queen's book, "Our Life in the High- 
lands." 

All court etiquette was waived at P>al- 
inoral. Shooting jackets took the place 
of black coats, and at dinner "tights" 
were dispensed with. The days were 
liasseil in free and easy style, and the 
evenings often closed with an impromptu 
torch dance, to the skirl of the pipes, 
oyer the stags killed during the day's 
hunt. 

One of the Queen's favorite pastimes 
was visiting the tenants in their cot- 
tages, with whom she would often take 
tea. On one occasion she made a visit 
to a Mrs. Simpson, an old lady of nearly 
Kill years, who as a child had seen the 
troops occupying Deeside. Mrs. Simp- 
son, a loyal Celt, declaimed against the 
hated Sassenach, much to the amuse- 
ment of her royal guest. After tea the 
Queen made herself known, when the 
sturdy old rebel, not one bit dismayed, 
exclaimed: 

"A coulcmn line believed ye war the 
Queen, for ye're just like pnv ither 
body." 

Her Majesty visited Mrs. Simpson 
frequently up to the time of her death. 

John Brown, the Queen's favorite ser- 
vant, was born and brought up at Bal- 
moral. He began life as a stable boy. 
and afterwards was given the task of 
leading the Queen's pony during her 
rides through the hills. Subsequently 
he was promoted to the post of honor, 
which ho held so long, as the personal 
and trusted attendant of Her -Majesty.

ON WALL STREET. 

New Y'ork. Jan. 23.— The market demon- 
strated quite conclusively Its professional 
character to-day. It was distinctively a 
traders' market. The trading was done by 
powerful speculators with ample resources 
and the transactions were on a very large 
scale, and the price movement much wider 
than In an ordinary room traders market. 
The consistent weakness of Missouri Paci- 
fic, which fell at one time S\<\ points he- 
lew yesterday's high level left little room 
for credence in the rumors of a big south- 
western railroad consolidation, and gave 
color to the report that a large short In- 
terest In the stock had been settled by pri- 
vate agreement.

THE MOST WARLIKE NATION. 

Great Britain's Campaigns— Queen Vic- 
toria's Record Is One War 
Each Year. 

From the Loudon Express. 

Few persons will be surprised to learn 
that Great Britain has been a loug way 
ahead of other European nations in tho 
great game of war during the present 
reign. 

The wars, great and small, which this 
country has Jbeen engaged in number in 
the neighborhood of sixty — or almost one 
for every year of tlie Queen's reign. 

They include big wars such as that on 
which we are still engaged — the Crimean 
War, tlie Indian Mutiny, the campaigns 
of Zulula'nd, Afghanistan, Ashantee, 
Egypt, tlie Soudan. China, ami Burma, 
besides such miscellaneous items as op- 
erations in Chitral, the Black Mountain, 
Tochi, aud the Mirazai Valley. Thero 
have been wars during the present reign 
which few persons ever think of. Who 
now remembers that we once had a war 
witli Persia? And yet it is, compara- 
tively, not so long ago. Thero have been 
four Ashantee nnd three Chinese wars. 
These are startling facts, ami bring 
home to us nil tlie warlike character of 
the English race. 

It is hardly an exaggeration to say 
that British guns have hardly ceased 
to thunder and British bayonets to strike 
terror into the enemy in all tlie sixty- 
three yenrs of the reign— sometimes in 
tho fetid, miasmic swamps of West Af- 
rica, sometimes on tlie icy plains of the 
Crimen, sometimes on tlie sandy wastes 
of tlie Roudnu, but in whatever quarter 
of the globe, witli honor. 

France and Russia ouch have ten 
campaigns to their credit. Tlie former 
lias crossed swords witli Germany, Aus- 
tria, and Russia (the last in alliance 
with England and Turkey) in her time, 
and hns carried the tricolor into Daho- 
mey, Morocco, China, Mexico, Siam 
and Madagascar, with more or less suc- 
cess. 

Russia's luck in war has not been 
startling. She had to hend the knee in 
tho Crimen In n combined army of Eng- 
lish French. Turks, nnd Sardinians, nl- 
though she was, however, successful 
in tlie conBict with Turkey in 1S77. Her 
Afghan and Central Asian campaigns 
have given her a vast amount of trou- 
ble, notably the unpleasantness in Kho- 
kntid in 1875 ami 1S7S. 

Tlie Turk is a first-class fighting-man, 
and tlie Crescent has been almost uni- 
formly successful when it has flown in 
battle. The first Greek campaign (dur- 
ing this reign) took place :n 1853, and 
the last in 1S07, but Hellas was humbled 
every time. The Of toman Empire has 
also had trouble witli Montenegro and 
Servia, and has come out on top: and, 
though defented by Russia in 1S77. the 
plucky Tight put up by the Turk will al- 
ways* be remembered with admiration. 
Tt Was an honorable defeat. Spain 
comes next, with six foreign' wars, the 
first in Morocco, in 1859. and tlie last 
with the United States, in 1898. 

Austria, Greece nnd Italy have four 
campaigns each: Germany has the same 
number, in eaeli of which she was suc- 
cessful', and little Denmark brings up 
the roar with two. Both conflicts were 
with Russia, and in both the bigger na- 
tion won. 

The map of the world has boon great; 
lv nltered since the Queen ascended the 
throne, and., on the whole, Britain has 
no reason to regret those changes, for 
tliev have almost invariably meant ex- 
pansion of Empire for us. TI10 price of 
Empire has often been dear, but our 
gnilnnt soldiers have never grudged pay- 
ing it in full'.

Many Species of the Brute Creation 
Shed Tears When Frightened 
or Hurt. 

"He cried like a calf," is a remark 
sometimes heard. It is no disgrace for 
a calf to cry and he sheds tears in quan- 
tities when his emotions justify them. 
It is even easier for him to cry than 
many other animals, for his lachrymal 
apparatus is perfect, uud very produc- 
tive. 

A scientific writer writing in La Na- 
ture, says that the ruminants are the 
animals which weep most readily. Hunt- 
ers have long known that a deer nt buy 
cries profusely. The tears will roll down 
the nose of a bear when he feels that 
his last hour is approaching. The big, 
tender eyes of the giraffe till with tears 
as he looks tit the hunter who has 
wounded him. 

Dogs weep very easily. The dog has 
tears both in his eyes and voice when 
his beloved master goes away nnd 
leaves him tied up at home. Some vari- 
eties of monkeys seem particularly ad- 
dicted to crying, and not a few aquatic 
animals also find it easy to weep when 
the occasion requires it. Seals in par- 
ticular are often seen to cry. 

Elephants weep profusely when 
wounded, or when they see that escape 
from their enemies is impossible. The 
animals Lore mentioned nre the chief 
ones that nre known to weep, but there 
is no doubt that many others also dis- 
play similar emotion.

Action Taken by U. S. Senate 
In Matter of Local Man's 
Claims. 



Six Million Dollars Involved- 
How a Flyintv VVedfle Was 
Used. 



II. 10. L. Brown, the well-known min- 
ing man of this city, is having his Wit- 
fontein claims, involving between live 
and six millions of dollars, advanced by 
the United States government. Senator 
Turner ol" Washington has offered a 
resolution requiring the President to 
transmit to the Senate information of 
what steps have been taken by the state 
department to protect the rights of It. E. 
L. Brown in the matter of his claim 
against the South African Republic, to 
gether with copies of all correspondence 
and papers relating thereto. The resolu- 
tion was adopted. 

In presenting the resolution, Senator 
Turner made u statement regarding the 
case. Brown, the Senator said, went to 
Africa eight years ago as an American 
engineer. Me filed a number of gold 
claims in Witfontein, following Ameri- 
can methods in his work. He was de- 
prived of the claims by order of tin' 
Transvaal authorities, nnd instituted suit 
against them for SI, 850,000. 

The case was decided by the South 
African court in Brown's favor, his con- 
tention being upheld on every point, 
notwithstanding the order of President 
Kruger withdrawing the claims held by 
Mr. Brown from location. The judg- 
ment of the court incensed President 
Kruger, anil the volksraad had the court 
removed sumuiiirilj from office. The 
ofllcers of the new court dismissed the 
case of Mr. Brown, and he was invited 
to institute a new suit. Realizing that 
the court was packed against him, he 
decided to appeal to his own govern- 
ment for justice, with a view to secur- 
ing his rights as defined by the highest 
court of the Transvaal republic. 

Mr. Turner said the claims of Mr. 
Brown were now \wrth $5,000,000 or 
?<S.UOO,000. In view of the govern- 
mental changes that had taken place In 
the Transvaal. Mr. Turner said the pur- 
pose of his resolution was to press upon 
(Treat Britain the merit of the claim of 
Mr. Brown, ami to ascertain what steps 
had been taken by this government in 
regard to it since Great Britain had 
assumed the responsibility of sovereignty 
over the territory. 

The claims of R. E. L. Brown, who 
has since affiliated himself with British 
Columbia mining and makes his home 
here, are the sequel of one of the wildest 
gold rushes South Africa, in which 
Brown pursued the tactics of the foot- 
ball field ami had himself driven through 
an immense mob of lawless rushers by 
a Hying wedge ot H00 armed men. 
Brown was then the consulting engineer 
of one of the rc-ost important mining 
companies on the Rand. In .September, 
1895, he was one of 112.001) miners, the 
very roughest men In the gold fields, 
made up of people from nearly every 
quarter of the globe. They were on ■■> 
level stretch of ground, when all would 
rush to the little galvanized iron 
shanty wherein stood a government mill 
iug commissioner, whose business it wns 
to sell licences for the claims on Witfou 
tein farm. The farm lay directly on 
the reef, anil belonged to the govern 
ment. The reef wns known to be won 
derfully rich, and every company bad 
prepared for the occasion. 

For days previous the rnad from Jo 
hannesburg to Klerksdorp, which lies 
near the reef, looked like the route of 
an army. It was estimated that there 
were 12,000 there. Ench company had 
planned so ns to push a man up to the 
window of the commissioner's shack in 
some way, purchase the license and hand 
it to an armed ritler and hurry off to 
the farm, where the engineers and 
stakers were ready to locate claims 
known to be rich. Six firms even went 
so far as to sink strong wooden posts 
just by the window, and lashed men to 
these witli ropes, so that they could not 
be pulled away. But when the rush 
began, men severed the thongs and drew 
the posts, laying both men nnd posts 

ttside the crowd. 

Brown had n different scheme. He 
hired seven of the most desperate char- 
acters on the Rand. These were his 
lieutenants. Each brought his friends, 
anil the men were promised ,?2, r > per day 
if they got Brown in the centre of a fly- 
ing wedge and pushed him up to the 
window. The plan of campaign was 
rehearsed, and all was ready when the 
ignal was given. It wns a verita'ble 
Donnybrook Fair when the nilvnnce be- 
gan to the shanty. It was one great 
free light. Men emerged from the mob 
with ears bitten off. eyes blackened, 
noser, broken and teeth loosened. As 
soon ns one company got its man to the 
window, others dragged him away. 
Brown had tied himself to Alee Love 
and .Tim Maloney, two hardened lighters, 
and then, with his feet barely touching 
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the earth, hud given the signal to move. 
As the mob dashed through the crowd, 
men were trampled and walked over, 
and Brown wns hustled along, breath- 
less and bleeding, until within a dozen 
rods of the window. There n bnnd of 
several hundred Cornisbmen made n de- 
termined stand nnd tried to break the 
apex of the wedge. The apex wns 
broken, but the wedge rallied and ralKed, 
and Brown, though badly bruised, was 
hustled nearer the window, ns he con- 
tinued to shout promises of additional 
rewards if the men got him there on 
time. There was but a few minutes' 
time left then, and the oillce was rock- 
ing to and fro with the tide of human- 
ity. Then, pounded and beaten, the 
wedge made a final effort, and Brown 
wns fairly hurled at the ofilce. With a 
good right-hand blow one of his men 
smashed in the window, nnd Brown 
clutched the frame with a hrm grip. 
Then a gun announced o'clock, the 
given time, nnd the whole mass heaved 
up against the shanty, . nearly crushing 
Brown flat. 

Surrounded by the remnant of his Hy- 
ing wedge, he continued to hang on to 
the window, nnd was offering his money 
for the license, when the commissioner 
opened the door and announced Presi- 
dent Kruger's order suspending the open- 
ing.

A sudden heave of the 
mob all but pitched him through the 
window, and shattered his shoulder 
blade; but he waited to bear the re- 
fusal and have it wftnessed, then al- 
lowed himself to be passed out on to the 
veldt. 

Of the thousands there, he wns the 
only one who had foresight to do this, 
nnd it was in his action in the case that 
he wns given judgment in the South 
African court, which judgment was, 
however, dismissed tit a new trial 
ordered at the instance of ox-President 
Kruger.

Expresses Confidence in Future 
of Rossland, Slocan and 
Boundary [Vsines. 



London .Stock Market Demon 
alized— Stave Lake 
Sclieme. 



A representative of the Colonist called 
upon Hon. C. II. Mackintosh at the 
Driard yesterday. Asked if he wns a 
witness in the much-talked of case of 
"Williams vs. British America Corpora- 
tion, he replied: "Yes, but I cannot 
discuss that subjecr, ns il is before the 
courts." 

Asked concerning the progress of Itoss- 
land camp, he said: "The future of 
Hossland and vicinity is absolutely upon 
:i permanent basis, and I am glad to iind 
that the Slocan and Boundary districts 
promise to add immensely to the mineral 
wealth of the Kootenay.'' 

"You were recently in London, Mr. 
Mackintosh, were you not V" 

"Yes, but only for a very few days, 
and just prior to the trouble in connec- 
tion with the London cc Globe nnd th» 
Whitnker Wright group of properties in 
Australia." 

"Can you account for the cause of this 
slump'/" 

Mr. Mackintosh said that it would not 
be very difficult. The London & Globe 
was considered a powerful factor in the 
financiering world, but unfortunately it 
took the responsibility of floating some 
very heavy enterprises, chiefly the Baker 
and Waterloo electric underground rail- 
way. This drew heavily on the finances 
of the London it Globe, and a continua- 
tion of the African war and shrinkage 
in the mining values of Australian prop- 
erties naturally proved" disastrous. The 
London ei Globe had been currying this 
tremendous load for several years, and 
when finally in n position to place the 
scheme upon the market, investors had 
become rather conservative. The sub- 
scriptions for shares fell short at least 
$5,000,000, consequently as securities 
held by the London & Globe could not 
be negotiated, the natural result fol- 
lowed — a virtual suspension of business. 
"In short," said Mr. Mackintosh, "the 
London market: has been demoralized 
for several months, and may continue in 
that condition for some weeks to come. 
There is no doubt that two-thirds of the 
assets of the London & Globe will yet 
prove very valuable, nnd any interest 
that; corporation may' have in Hossland 
properties will yield very large profits." 

"Are you in a position to discuss the 
effect these failures will have upon Mr. 
Whitnker Wright V" 

" I do not think there would be any 
justification in my speaking of Mr. 
Wright's personal business. Those who 
know him fully recognize his wonderful 
financial capacity and indomitable 
energy, as well as his judgment nnd 
courage. He has made many sacrifices, 
and I venture to say will still hold a 
prominent position in the financial 
arena. Of course, he is still possessed 
of a large private fortune." 

The Colonist representative asked if it 
was true that Mr. Mackintosh was 
forming n new company to work in 
Hossland. The ox-Covernor replied: 

"That wns my mission whop visiting 
London Inst November, and I have every 
reason to hope for success, ns we do not 
intend over-capitalizing, but we do in- 
tend reserving a large amount of capital 
for development. However. I am not in 
a position to go into particulars at the 
present time." 

Could you pay anything in regard to 
the Stave Lake water power, in which 
you are interested?" 

" I can only say this, that so fnr the 
provincial government has manifested 
sufficient interest in the project to fur- 
ther the enterprise in every possible way, 
and it remains for the city of Vancou- 
ver, through its municipal representa- 
tives, to decide whether or not they de- 
sire to encournge the sclieme and thus 
establish an immense number of small 
industries within the corporation. 1 
have no reason to believe that they will 
be inimical to extending generous terms, 
and this being accomplished, the estrtri- 
lishment of the works will speedily fol- 
low; but investors must first be assured 
thn!; they nre going to be vouchsafed a 
reasonable chance of obtaining some 
finnncinl benefit." 



There Was No Evidence, But the Law Ap- 
peared All Rltht, 

"The queerest verdict I ever heard," said 
a lawyer from Denver, who was one of a 
story telling group In the Grueuwald 
lobby, "was rendered at a boom mining 
town in Southern Colorado back In '88.

'Tell them twenty years," said the Judge, 
unable to understand what they meant by 
such a question. Presently the panel filed 
In and anounced they had arrived at a ver- 
dict, 'We find the prisoner frullty,' said a 
big. raw-boned prospector, who was act- 
ing as foremaa. 'Guilty 1" exclaimed the 
Judge la amazement; 'why, there's nothing 

at all against him!' 'Nary a thins,' 

replied the foreman, calmly. 'Then what 
do you mean by such an outrageous ver- 
dict?' demanded the judge. 'Well, yer honor 
we couldn't do notliin" else.' said the fore- 
man. 'Yon told us straight out to find this 
here verdict accordln' to the law and the 
evidence, ami the law 'pears to be all right, 
but there ain't no evidence whatsoever. So 
we Jest kind o' decided to bring him In 
guilty, and ask yer honor to split the dif- 
ference and let film off on ten years." 

"When the Judge recovered his speech 
he dismissed the case on his own mo 
Hon. That's a true story, gentlemen. 1 
happened to he counsel for the prisoner 
myself."— New Orleans Times Democrat.
